The first and best families of 
Hindesthan. remained good: up to the present time, that is 
until there was interruption, prejudice, and confusion ; the res- 
pectable men .were well acquainted with that priceless jewel, 
knowledge, and according to their rank and dignity they used 
to marry into: each respectable family, The custom was to 
look to. the education of their children, and in consequence 
much good was observable in them, and the tuition they re- 
ceived was. such that, by the time they attained to years of 
discretion, they. were learned and worthy men. In the Dur-: 
bars of Kings,and .Rajahs they used to be reckoned among the 
nobles of. the land, and being well educated they were 
of. pleasing manners and, address, and nothing was over done 
of j importance Ww ithout consulting them. It was. this descrip- 
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tion of persons who used to frame the laws, and were con- 
sulted in the administration of the affairs of the State. But 
independent of this their ‘private affairs were well managed, 

and no rebellion or insubordination was allowed to take place; 
in fact, all was done to perfection by them. Respectability of 
family is an undoubted advantage to human nature, and one 
who is from the first of respectable birth, and 1s perfect in 
caste and worth, can never do anything evil, but will step 
by step walk uprightly. Education too is quite necessary to 
man, because learning is a-great adornment, and a man of 
respectable family, who still lacks talent and learning, is like 
a naked man, and no one likes a man of this kind, for even a 
child: will shrink from him,” &., &. The writer goes on to 
enumerate the advantages of possessing learning, worth, &c., 
and the disadvantages of not possessing it, and accords praise to 

the English Government for affording such facilities to the 
people of the country for attaining knowledge, and further 
says that the benefits of reading newspapers are not to be 
despised, as they contain more instruction than all,” &c., &.

people i in this as well as other matters, and arrange for prevent- 
ive measures in future.”

view with the Governor-General, while another discovers that 
Shere Ali has in open Durbar complained against the British 
Government. The Pioneer says that a, Russian Agent has 
been to Shere Ali Khan at Candahar, and that the Ameer has 
paid him great respect, &e., &c; that Ameer Mahomed Azim 
has fled, and that Ameer Shere Ali Khan is like a servant 
of the Russians. Enough then, without doubt the rule 
of. Rugsia ought. to be looked to as extending to the 
river Khybur.. The English editors complain against Gov- 
ernment in connection with these reports, that. although all 

this is going on with. the Russians yet the English are. lying |

Referring to this, 
the Benares Gazette remarks that grain-dealers are not’ ace 
quainted with Doetor’s work ; therefore they cannot be charged 
with this crime, because if they err from ignorance it-cannot 
be considered a: fault,’ .

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two or four: ‘days it-is‘possible for him to starve, but) not for 
months or years, But if Government would supply the grait 
while the famine lasts it would be good for the poor, and the 
Civil Surgeon. would be worthy of the gratitude of the poor if he - 
would propose such a measure void of prejudice, and thus pres 
vent the sale of the obnoxious food complained of.”

a stop to. ‘The -ustom of ‘some officers is to withhold judg. 
ment for a long time after deciding a suit, with the idea of 
writing their épinion, ‘and those who wish for copies have to 
encounter much trouble, and sometimes to travel a considerac 
ble distance to obtain them. When they go into Court and 
enquire into the state of their case from the clerks, or any other 
official, they can in the first place obtain no answer without 
paying a fee, and then, after much coaxing and trouble, they 
are told that the judgment has not yet been given; so that 
all their expense and trouble has been wasted. Some officers 
delay judgment for a year or more, and in these cases those 
who have to appeal suffer great logs, as until judgment is given 
no appeal can be made. We are certain that the chief Courts 
know nothing of all this, otherwise something would be done, 
and if it were done these complaints would not be necessary. 
So long as this. lasts, the public must suffer ; and those who 
ate innocent, but by the first features of a case are placed in 
confinement, are the victims of tyranny, because many crimi- 
nals are released in appeal and their fines remitted.”

the “public writes a complaint against famine, and the little 
éonsideration shown by Government. What isthe reason this 
demand for justice to the world réaches neither the ear of the 
rightful Judge, or the earthly Judge who is under the protec- 
tion of the rightful Judge, God,.so that there might be some 
result, This want of favor they put down to—first,—that the 
Government of India extends from east to west, and lakhs of 
works of different kinds are under its rule; perhaps: therefore 
there is no leisure to take up the.cry of the poor and wretched 
to the ears of Government. When those who manage the 
country have no time from their legitimate work, how can they 
represent the effects of the famine effectually. to Government? 
The other is, that this complaint does not reach the ears of the 

right J udge (God) : of which they « say that in these days perhaps 
a Sahib (gentleman), equally unmerciful, has been appointed 
among the spirits that are gotie, atid hé dose not, allow the cry 
of the:people to go up to-the throne of mercy! But we do 
aot approve of all this in our correspondent, and: give him this 
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answer, viz.;that God is most merciful, and stands not in need 
of any one, norhas He any councillors or ministers to advise 
Himin his work. He is supreme, hears all and cares for all, 
and to think and write of: Him:so shows great want of respect. 
But when He does’ not hear, it is because the works and con- 
duct. of those whe«appeal are not approved of by Him. It 
mipht be believed of the Government that the accounts of the 
famine are not received, owing to want of leisure for the au- 
thorities to report it ; or that the Government has no reception 
room outside, and if when the heads of Government go out with 
a whole troop of the body-guard surrounding them, go that 
nothing can approach them, how then can anything else ap- 
proach ? And if‘after having been well beaten one dares to 
approach, who can hear his wail amid the sounds of horses’ 
hoofs? Enough, it may-be some such cause which prevents 
the Government from hearing, butin any case it is quite neces- 
sary to regard this. Our correspondent further enquires.whe-| 
ther this is ‘public reform ’, that the people of God are dying 
of starvation and those in power take no heed whatever, but 
freshen their desires, Bread, butter and eggs are put aside, 
and all ‘kinds of wine is flying about; and, caring for these 
things, they care not to give a thought to the poor peo- 
ple. Nowshall we call this ‘ public reform’, or ‘ public ruin? 
The writer: goes on to say that the Governors of the times. 
(J udges, Magistrates, &c.,) are very. good and just protect- 
ors of the poor, and they think every minute of the people, 
and know the state of their own country, and how do we 

know but what they are devising some plans by which the 
effects of the famine may be mitigated or averted? We are 

further in hope that Government is doing its best, and so are 

the Editors of newspapers in offering their views on the subject. 

But it is a pity that, notwithstanding this wail, the authorities 

take no notice, and do nothing for the people, under the idea 

that it is not right to interfere with the markets. We can, 

however, say this much, tliat where the ruin of the people is 

concerned there would be nothing unjust in interference on 
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the part of Governniént. . When a King has to establish hig 
kingdom.and he has to use force he puts. Justice on the-shel f, 
and thousands fall by the sword. At that time the innocent 
and guilty are all:alike, as what took place. in 1857 is suffi- 
cient to prove. Kinough, at that time it was necessary .so to 
act, and now let the Government. look upon this in the same 
light, wz., a8 a necessary evil, and do something to avert the 
ruin now falling upon the people, or it will.go on for-years, 
and complete ruin ensue. The singular. part of it is that the 
prices are left so entirely to the Bunneahs, while the distress 
of the poor is not thoughtof. We may add that this is against 
the Rules of the Home Government, because it is the custom 
of the Home Government to consider the request, of the go- 
verned, and not cast it aside unheeded,” &c., &c. The article 
concludes by enquiring why Sir John -Lawrence does not 
order a Committee in every station to make arrangements ; 
and the writer declares that his opinions are given because he 
knows that in the Punjab there is‘a supply of grain sufficient 
for two or more years, even if it were sold at a reasonable 
rate. He further begs thatin the selection of persons for these 


‘Committees, those who are proprietors of grain stores, &c., be 


not appointed, otherwise it will’ be another illustration of the 
saying, * Out of.a hole into a well.” In conclusion, the writer
